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1 . The listing of references in tine specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, 
"the list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a 
separate paper."

2. Claims 3, 7-10 and 15 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 3/10/09. 

3. The drawings were received on 9/29/09. These drawings are accepted 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the location that 
applicant now claims to be "the diameter" as claimed in claims 1 and 1 1 must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

6. Reference to claims by number in the specification is objected to because of the 
cancellation of claims. 

7. Claim 1, 2, 4, 11 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Contrary to applicant's remarks 
careful review of claims 5 and 13 reveals no claim for "the diameter" as is now claimed. 
Nor is it clear where applicant considers the diameter to be. 

8. Claims 1,2,4,6,11,12 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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9. Claim s 1 and 1 1 each recites the limitation "the diameter" in the 8"^ and 7"^ line 
form the end. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

1 0. Claim 1 1 also recites "the left and right ends" of the pinch off line on line 1 3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

11. it isn't clear how the pinch off line can include a pair of mold parting lines and a 
pair of connecting lines if the connecting lines connect the ends of the pinch off line as 
claimed in claim 11. 

12. Claims 6 and 14 each recites the limitation "said central angle " in lines 1 and 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

13. Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 11,12 and 14 insofar as they are understood, remain rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over combined disclosures of During 
•184 and Sheptak '424 

14. Sheptak recognizes the desirability of keeping the blow ratio of the preform in a 
blow molded container larger than 1 .6 to keep the pinch-off at the bottom narrow. 
During further teaches a split mold with a bottom portion having a linear pinch-off line at 
23c with connecting lines 23a,23b at the ends connected to parting lines at 25a,b where 
bent angles are formed with substantially right angled corners for ease of separation of 
the mold part as claimed (note figures 2 and 6). To have formed the pinch-off of 
Sheptak with such angular orientation for ease of separation would have been obvious 
in view of During. Note that during teaches an angle of 45 degrees. The step height is 
considered to be at least twice the preform thickness insofar as any is shown. Note that 
during teaches the container may be any shape including circular with the separating 
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line at 15 and the pinch off line, since it is extrusion blow molded, is through the 
longitudinal axis or center 17. Therefore when the container is circular it would also be 
across the diameter. 

1 5. Applicant's arguments, see page 7 pf the amendment filed 9/29/09, with respect 
to the objections to the drawings have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
objection to the drawings has been withdrawn. 

16. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 ,2,4,6,1 1 ,12 and 14 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Claims 5,7,13 and 15 
have been canceled.
